not very well put any more of them 
on the ‘rails.’ 


Asked to explain this, Mr, Saun- 
ders said that’ there’ were about 100 
+, tram-carg In operation in the Colony, 
« anda recent check made on the tram- 
“way at the bottom of Garden Road 
shower that trams passed that point 
. at the rate of 176 per hour, in both 
directions, ‘which meant about 90 
scarm in one direction, per hour, or 
one tram every three-quarters’ of a 
minute.

Sometimes they are 
actually awakened in the middle of 
the night by this annoying 
symptom. It really saves time to 
get up as-soon as the itching 
begins, wash. the fect thoroughly, 
and dust between the toes with

Any form of itching .at night Is 
often a sign that there are too many 
blankets on the bed. This is an- 
other important argument in favour 
of twin beds, since “chilly mortals”
